CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING PRIVATE SECTOR AND 

PUBLIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER THE AUSTRIAN 
CAPITAL GOODS CREDIT, mi 

1. The licence will be issued with a validity period of 
twelve months blit firm orders on C.I.F./Ch&F. basis must 
be placed on the Austrian suppliers and copies of the same 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Econo* 
mic Affairs wiihin four months from the date of issue of 
the import licence. The term ‘firm order’ means a purchase 
order placed by the Indian licenser on the foreign supplier 
duly supported by confirmation fiom, Ihc latter or ;l purchase 
contiacL duly signed by hath the Indian ImporLci and the 
foreign supplier. If firm aider cannoL be finalised within the 
lime limit of four months, the licensee should submit to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (C.C.L&H.) or other 
licensing authorities, act the case may be. a proposal seeking 
an extension in the ordering period alongwith justification 


and explanation <as to why ordering could not be*completed 
within the initial validity period. Such requests for extension 
on file ordering period will he considered on merits in each 
vase by iho licensing authorities who may grant extension.upto 
a further maximum period of 2 months. If, however, exten¬ 
sion js sought beyond fi months from the dale of issue of 
import licence, such a proposal should invariably be referred 
by Ihe licensing authorities to the Department ol Economic 
Affairs (Indian Aid Section), Ministiy of Finance. The licence 
codes “S ’ and “AA” should be indicated in the first and 
second suffix after Lhc licence number.

3. The licence will not be valid for remittances lrum India. 
Payment to the Austrian Suppliers cun be made only ill 
accordance with the procedure set forth in paragraphs 6—10 
bolow. 

4. The contract of supply bcLveen the Indian Impoiler 
and the Austrian supplier should provide for the impoil being 
financed out of the Austrian Capital Goods Credit, 1981 in 
accordance with the procedures set forth in these Licensing 
Conditions, and should also he made subject to approval by 
the Government of India. Importers should take special care 
to inform the Suppliers about this condition and also incorpo¬ 
rate a clause to this effect in the supply contract, Moreover, 
approved orders should not be cancelled without prior con¬ 
currence of the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs. 

5. T he value of the contract should be expressed in Austrian 
Schillings only. The cantina should normally provide for 
cash payment out of the Austrian Capital Goods, Credit, 
1981 on presentation of shipping documents. For any 
customary performance guarantee, tho (Suppliers could be 
asked to furnish a bank guarantee. 

6. Immediately after the contract is concluded, the importer 
should furnish 5 photostat or certified copies of the contract| 
supply orders accompanied by a photostat copy of the 
import Licence if any or foreign exchange sanction to the

Section}. The importer is also required to furnish the 
information as per details in Annex, TT. 

7. in the case of contracts concluded by companies and 
institutions other than Public Section undertakings and 
Government Departments for imports from, Austria the im¬ 
porter should furnish a bank guarantee from an approved 
scheduled bank, in the form prescribed (Annex II) duly 
adjudicated by Lhc Collector of Stamps.
